T he Inter-Ocean of y esterday had a 
long « pedal from Portsmou th, N. IL, 
where the cru iser St. Lou is arriv ed 
Su nday with the officers tak en prison­ 
ers at Santiago. 
They giv e an inter­ 
resting accou nt of the fight as seen 
from the deck s of the v anq u ished v es­ 
sels, from which we condense the fol­ 
lowing: 
Commander Macrohan, second officer 
in command of the Maria Teres** ta lk ­ 
ed freely o' the attempt, of the Spanish 
„q u adroa to escape from the harbor 
He said: 
“Ou r plan for escape was well a r ­ 
ranged, bu t better formu lated than 
ex ecu ted. 
We had arranged to force 
ou r way ou t on Satu rday night, and 
the Maria Teresa was to hav e led. 
Contrary to ou r 
ex pectations, 
the 
searchlights of y ou r ships did not ill­ 
u mine the channel that night, as had 
been u su al, and withou t t ha t •light we 
were u nable to discern the wreck 
of 
the Morritnac, so we cou ld not go ou t. 
“ You kno w how we came ou t the 
nex t morning—Su nday , that was. 
Ou r 
orders were to steam at fu ll speed to 
the westward after clearing the ha r ­ 
bor, and to concentrate ou r attack on 
the Brook ly n, pay ing no attention to 
any other ships, u nless they forced u s 
to attack them. 
“ They signaled to u s from the b at­ 
tery that only the Tex as and the 
Brook ly n were to the westward, and 
we got u nder way . 
T he Maria Teresa 
being the ilagship, took the lead. 
W e 
opened tire on the Brook ly n, and the 
Tex as answered, bu t her shots fell 
short. 
Otherwise she wou ld 
hav e 
stru ck u s, for it was a 
straight-line 
shot. T he Brook ly n and 
Iowa then 
fired, bu t neither shot hit. 
Again the 
Brook ly n anil Tex a» tired. The Brook ­ 
ly n’s *hell went into the Admiral's 
cabin, and, ex ploding, set tire to the 
after part of the ship. 
“ A shell from the Tex as pierced ou r 
side armor anil ex ploded in the engine 
room, bu rsting the main steam pipe. 
We signaled to the engineer to start 
the pu mps, bu t got no reply , and then 
fou nd that all below in that part of the 
ship had oeen k illed. 
At that time it 
was lik e hell on ou r bridge. 
Shells 
were bu rsting all arou nd u s and the 


s hi p ' s hu l l w a s b e i ng riddled below. 
“ The captain tu rned to me and said: 
‘Sir do y ou think it best to continu e a 
hopeless tight, or for the sak e of hu ­ 
manity and to sav e life shou ld we no 
beach the ship? 
Many of ou r gu u s are 
dismou nted and ou r engines are crip­ 
pled.’ 
“ ‘Sir,’ I replied, ‘we are u nable to 
tight longer. 
Let u s bt ach the ship.’ 
“ As I « aid that a shell stru ck ou r 
captain. 
His last words were to hau l 
down the colors. 
The American tire 
was so tierce and their shells were 
0 ir-tiu g arou nd u s so fast and mak ing 
so mu ch smok e that the Americans 
cou ld not see that ou r flag was down, 
and continu ed tiring. 
1 sent below for 
a sheet and as -oon as that was ru n u p 
the firing ceased. 
“ Meanwhile, the Yiscay a had ru n 
between u s anu the Tex as, and was 
h‘*n engaging three ships—the Brook ­ 
lyn., Oregon and Tex as. 
She made a 
desparate bu t hopeless fight, 
“ Now that we hav e learned that wt 
lost between noOand 1,000 men and the 
Americans lost bu t one man, it amazes 


u s. 
It Is incredible. 
W e cannot com­ 
prehend it. 
It does not seem possible. 
And y et we mu st believ e it. 
Hav e we 
not seen with ou r own ey es the u tter 
wreck of ou r shipsjand how y ou rs had 
not ev en the smallest inju ry tha t we 
cou ld see?” 
T he accu racy and rapidity of the 
American gu nnery is something the 
Spanish officers cannot get ov e» *. They 
talk of it constantly and alway s with 
amazement. 
They said they thou ght 
they k new something abou t gu nnery , 
bu t now mu st confess tha t they k now 
nothing. 
All the Spanish officers seem deeply 
astonished at their treatment as pris­ 
oners. 
“ T he Spanish press,” said ono, “ is 
alone to blame for the awfu l way in 
which we and the cou ntry at large 
hav e been deceiv ed. 
We were led to 
believ e tha t the Americans wou ld talk 
and blu ster, bu t not fight, and tha t 
America had no good ships—tha t the 
few bad ones she had wero manned by 
foreigners who wou ld desert in time of 
war. 
IIow we hav e been deceiv ed ! 
“ And then wo were told tha t we 
wou ld 
be 
horribly 
tortu red 
and 
k illed if captu red. 
Now I can hardly 
believ e my senses. 
W e are treated as 
friends and brothers by those we hav e 
beeu ta u ght to dread.” 
The captain of the Alrnirante Oq u en­ 
do shot himself throu gh the head when 
he saw his ship was lost. 
One of his 
officers gav e this v ersion of the bat­ 
tle as seen from the Oq u endo: 
“ As we stood ou t of the harbor we 
receiv ed the fire of two ships, the O re­ 
gon and the Tex as, I 
think they were. 
W e had seen the Tex as fire on ou r forts 
and we k now what sh e co uld go with 
her gu ns. 
Her shooting was magnifi­ 
cent and lery rapid, so wo fired more 
at her than we did at the Oregon, hop­ 
ing to disable her. 
“ Wo had alway s thou ght tha t the 
Tex as and Iowa were the best two 


ship i in the American nav y . 
W e 
k new,, of cou rse, tha t the Brook ly n wa- 
v ery fast. 
T ha t is wpy we planned to 
concentrate ou r attack on her, hoping 
tha t If we crippled her wo wou ld 
be 
able to ru n away from the others.” 
Assisted by his son, Admiral Cerv era 
swam ashore from his bu rning ilagship, 
the Maria Teresa, and was pick ed u p 
by the Glou cester, Lieu tenant Com­ 
mander Richard Wainwright. 
C er­ 
v era and his son had no garments bu t 
their u nderclothes 
when 
tak en 
on 
board the Glou cester, the officers of 
tha t v essel fitted them ou t with wearing 
apparel. 
They were then transferred 
to the the battleship Iowa, where they 
were receiv ed with all consideration 
du e to gallant and v anq u ished foes. 
On the the dock of the Iowa Cerv era 
met Captain Eu late, commander of the 
Vizcay a. 
Eu late, with mu ch emotion, 
told his chief how Captain Ev ans had 
refu sed to tak e his sword. 
Eu late was 
mu ch affected by the magnamity of 
Ev ans and told Cerv era that it was the 
prou dest moment of his life when the 
American commander allowed him to 
retain his treasu red blade. 
Capt. Eu late, wou nded in body and 
depressed in spirit, » ¡ty s tha t ho sav ed 
his honor, althou gh he lost his ship. 
T ha t was the wording of a dispatch 
which he Lad sent his wife. 
In » peak ­ 
ing of the battle he said: 
“ When y ou think of the odds 1 en­ 
cou ntered 
y ou will see tha t I cou ld do 
no m ore than 1 aid. 
I 
had only one 
ship against fou r. 
My enemies were 
the Brook ly n, Oregon, 
Tex as 
and 
lov a. 
All fou r pu nished u s sev erely , 
bu t it was the Tex as tha t gav e u s ou r 
cou p de grace. 
A shell fired from that 
v essel entered ou r port bow and ex ­ 
ploded in one of the forward maga­ 
zines. 
My men stood by their gu ns 
and fou ght lik e tru e Spaniards.” 


CUT DOWN BY ONE SHELL. 


T he ex perience of the torpedo boat 
destroy ers, Fu ror and Plu too, is soon 
told. 
Their commanders, Captains Di­ 
ego Carlier y Vellaq u ires of the Fu ror 
and Pedro Barq u al y Perez di Bargos 
of the Plu ton, 
were both 
rescu ed. 
Each of the two boats was manned by 
72 men. 
Twenty -one were sav ed from 
the Plu ton and sev enteen from the Fu ­ 
ror. 
The boats cleared Santiago harbor 
in the wak e of the cru isers, and were 
soon in a maelstrom of » hells from the 
rapid fire batteries of the American 
i tleet. 
One big shell, Capt. Vellaq u ires 
say s, stru ck his v essel amidships, cu t­ 
ting it almost in twain. 
The sagging 
ends dipped u nder and the crew en­ 
deav ored to sav e themselv es by swim­ 
ming 
ashore. 
The 
Plu ton, cu t t> 
pieces by shell fire, was ru n ashore. 
The officer« of the Colon said their 
v essel had been stru ck a nu mber cf 
times, bu t not u ntil the Oregon eanu 
within range and began hu rling 
B 
inch shell» at their ship did they abai 
don hope of escape. 
One shell hai 
pierced the q u arter, and its ex plosioi 
between deck s had conv erted three 
cabins into one. 
The v essel was oi 
u re aft. 
\nother FI inch missile had 
-tru ck the v essel near the stern and 
had plowed half way to the bow before 
ex ploding. 
Their three consorts were 
destroy ed. 
The Oregon was gaining 
on th<* fu gitiv e ev ery minu te, and tit* 
Brook ly n and Tex as were closing ic 
There was nothing left bu t to su rret- 
der, and, tu rning her bow to the short, 
the Colon hau led down her colors. 
T ae officers of the Colon were ask e; 
what they thou ght of the Manila figh. 


Apparently they did not u nderstand, 
and the statement that their fleet at 
Manila had been destroy ed 
was re­ 
ceiv ed with polite incredu lity . 
An il­ 
lu strated paper showing the destru c­ 
tion of Montejo’s ships by Admiral 
Dewey ’s fieet, was laid before them. 
They crowded abou t it, and ex cited 
comments told of tbeir absorbed inter­ 
est in the pictu red story of Spanish dis- 
a-tf r in the far East. 
Angel Cerv era. son of the Admiral 
giv es some interesting testimony as to 
the effictlv eness of the fire of the V e­ 
su v iu s. 
“ We had no sleep,” he said, “ after 
the Vesu v iu s had sent her earthq u ak e 
in ou r direction. 
After the first ex pe­ 
rience of her terrific shells it was all 
n rv ou s wak efu lness on ou r part u ntil 
th-- ordeal was ov er. 
W e cou ld not 
tell where shells wou ld come from, nor 
where they wou ld strik e, and men can 
not sleep u nder su ch conditions.”

W ork has made rapid prog ­ 
ress: wheat and ry e are harvested and 
considerable threshing has been done;

Times, a paper publishtxl in Bulawayo, 
recently succeeded in obtaining a narra 
five fromM’Kotchwana, one of the war 
riors of the Inguba regiment which at 
tacked and annihilated Wilson’s force 
It took some time getting M’Kotehwam 
to speak of the affair. He was quite 
ready to talk about the crops, locust? 
etc., but it was not until he w as twitted 
as to Vi hether he had ever done anv 
thing but till the land like a wonmn 
that he sj>oka 
‘Yes, my father,” he answered, “ I 
have fought in battle,” and then he re­ 
lated the following account of that 
grand stand of 84 Englishmen against 
overwhelming hordes of an infuriated 
savage enemy: 
“ When the white incos Wilson came 
across the big river Shangani, ” said the 
native, “ we watched him, ami although 
lie knew it not he was surrounded ou 
all sides by the remnants of regiments 
which had fought at the Bembesi, the 
Imbezu, the Insukamoni, thoNyama In- 
dhlovo and others. 
At nightfall we 
missed the white majakas, but toward 
the rising of tlie sun Urnjaan, the great 
chief, came to us and said: ‘I have 
heard the white warriors in the bush. 
Como, let us go and kill them. * 
Wo were about 
1 ,0 0 0 in number, 
and without noise we went and sur­ 
rounded the place where the white men 
had their lire. 
1 wo of them were stand­ 
ing up looking into the bush. Some of 
u« made a little noise. One of the white 
nu n standing awake went and woke up 
anotner man. X think it was tlieir in- 
cos. He came and looked all round into 
the bush, and then aroused all the oth- 
er amakiwa. ’ They got up, and I saw 
they were busy getting their ammuni- 
ti'Ui teady and saddling their horses. 
‘‘As it drew near the time for the 
sun to peep over the edge of the world 
we started tiring at the white men. 
They mounted their horses and tried to 
proceed in the direction of th© great 
Shangani. 
But our men shot well, and 
horses dropped dead. It was a cloudy 
morning, and tho rain fell fine and 
swiftly.

The assu rances from 
the kaiser have been friendly and have 
been calcu lated to acqu aint ou r govern­ 
ment with the extent of Germany 's in­ 
terests in the islands.
